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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/27/2008 has been entered. The application is 
not in condition for allowance in view of the new grounds of rejection set forth below based on 
new cited art 6,715,525 Ehrenberger et al. Claims 2-4, 11, and 12 are canceled. Claims 1, 5-10, 
and 13 are pending. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1, it is unclear what are the two lines 
connecting from peripheral wall to the region. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the spool and the skirt are integral 
with one another" of claim 4, lines 1-2, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s) (Applicant must cross-hatch the skirt 1 8 from its base 28 to line of curved portion). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 5-8, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 6,715,525 Ehrenberger et al. 

With respect to claims 1, 5-8, and 13, Ehrenberger et al. disclose a retractable barrier 
system (16, Fig. 1) comprising a support member (7), a spool (3) supported for rotation by the

support member (7), a spring (4) arranged to provide a biasing load to the spool (3), and a skirt 
(2) the spring (4) being located beneath the skirt (4) and the skirt (20) being arranged to deflect 
water away from the spring (4) which would otherwise impinge on the spring (4); wherein the 
skirt (2) is carried by the spool (3); having all the components of the barrier system such as the 
spool (3) and the skirt (2) are interconnected with each other that constitutes unitary with one 
another; further having a cover (constituted by a bearing sleeve 6), a closed compartment within 
the spring (4) is housed; wherein the cover (6) is secured to the skirt (2) by a least one a screw 
thread (10); further having a fixed spindle (9) supported by the support member (7) and upon 
which the spool (3) is mounted for rotation; wherein the spring (4) includes a first end part 
anchored to the support member (7) and a second end part is capable of driving the spool (3); and 
wherein the integrally formed skirt (2) and spool (3) capable of deflecting drain water radially 
outwardly, around and past the spring (4). 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicalk disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person ha\ ing ordinal ) skill hi the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. I'atentabilit) shall not be neuatixed by the maimer hi which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ehrenberger et al. as applied to claims 1, 5-10, 12, and 13 above, and further in view of US 
Patent No. 7,108,241 B2 Yoshino et al. 

With respect to claims 9 and 10, Price et al. disclose the claimed invention except for at 
least a portion of the spring being provided with a water-resistant or corrosion-resistant coating 
such as a PTEF layer. Yoshino et al. teach (column 4, lines 9-12) that the spring is made from a 
PTEF corrosion resistant material. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of invention was made to form the spring of Ehrenberger et al. with a layer of PTEF 
as taught by Yoshino et al. in order to prevent the spring against corrosion due to a moisture. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,5-10, and 13 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
